Confident House speaker 
to restart talks on overhaul 

WASHINGTON I Defying skeptics in her party, 
House Speaker Nancy Peiosi vowed Sunday 
to overcome lingering obstacles and pass 
health care reform in the House, restoring 
momentum to President Obama’s top domes- 
tic priority and order to her own unruly Dem- 
ocratic caucus. 

“When I take this bill to the floor, it will 
win,” Peiosi said on CNN’s “State of the Union,” 
“This will happen,” 

The speaker, who has 
struggled to overcome a 
series of recent setbacks, 
raised the stakes by plan- 
ning to restart talks Mon- 
day among bickering 
Democrats on the Ener- 
gy and Commerce Com- 
mittee, one of three House panels where the 
bill stalled last week. Democratic leaders are 
newly confident that these differences can be 
resolved, possibly in time to bring a House bill 
to the floor before the August recess. 

The chaos underscores the difficulty of 
transforming a major sector of the economy 
in a single piece of legislation, and also the 
perils of rushing Obama’s priorities through 
Congress before concerns about the 2010 
midterm elections take hold. “What we don’t 
want is for the process to bog down here,” 
senior White House adviser David Axelrod 
said. “We want to keep moving forward, and 
I believe we will.”

Study says substance 
in plastic may pose 
liver risk for preemies 

C H I GAG 0 I A chemical used in many 
plastic products and already under 
scrutiny for potential health risks 
is suspected of raising the risk of 
liver problems in premature babies, 
according to a new study. 

The small study in a German 
hospital suggests a chemical 
known as a phthalate, used in some 
intravenous feeding bags and tub- 
ing, may raise preemies’ chances 
for liver damage. 

Rigorous research on phtha- 
lates’ effects in humans is lack- 
ing, and at least one expert found 
the German study unconvincing. 
There is no solid proof implicating 
the phthalate studied, DEHR 

However, the researchers said 
their results show that hospitals 
treating newborns or preemies 
should turn to IV equipment that 
doesn’t contain DEHR 

Premature babies’ livers are 
immature, so they are already at 
risk for liver complications. They 
also are often fed intravenously, a 
practice already known to increase 
liver problems, lindsey tanner (ap)

Sources: Government 
may soon declare the 
terrorism case closed 

WAS H I N GTO N I Ayear after govern- 
ment scientist Bruce Ivins killed 
himself while under investiga- 
tion for the lethal anthrax letters 
of 2001, the Justice Department 
is on the verge of closing the long, 
costly and vexing case. 

Several law enforcement offi- 
cials told The Associated Press 
that the department had tenta- 
tively planned last week to close 
the case but backed away from 
that decision after government 
lawyers said they needed more 
time to review the evidence and 
determine what further informa- 
tion can be made public. 

Officials told the AP the deci- 
sion to close the case has been 
put off for what may be weeks, as 
the FBI and Justice Department 
continue to wrestle with the inves- 
tigation. 

Justice Department spokes- 
man Dean Boyd declined to com- 
ment on the discussions but said 


the agency and the FBI continue 
working to conclude the inves- 
tigation. 

The anthrax letters were sent 
to lawmakers and news organiza- 
tions as the nation reeled after the 
Sept. 11, 2001, terror attacks. The 
spores killed five people. 

For years, the FBI chased leads. 
Then, last year, they announced 


that the mystery had been solved, 
but the suspect was dead. As the 
FBI closed in on Ivins last sum- 
mer, the microbiologist took a 
fatal overdose of Tylenol, dying 
on July 29, 2008. 

After Ivins’ suicide, FBI Direc- 
tor Robert Mueller said the investi- 
gation found Ivins was the culprit.

Sarkozy Collapses While Jogging 


French president is 
hospitalized; tests 
show normal results 

PARIS I French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy collapsed while jogging 
Sunday on the lush grounds of the 
Chateau of Versailles and will stay 
at a hospital overnight even though 
tests so far have found nothing 
wrong, his office said. 

Military doctors quickly per- 



formed a battery of tests on the 
president, who is known for his 
h 5 q)eractivity. The presidential Ely- 
see Palace said Sarkozy’s test results 
were normal but that doctors would 
keep him under cardiological obser- 
vation until Monday. 

Upon his collapse, Sarkozy, 54, 
was rushed by helicopter to a mili- 
tary hospital. His office denied the

Opposition leader Mir Hossein 
Mousavi and fellow pro-reform 
presidential candidate Mahdi Kar- 
roubi sent a request to the Interior 
Ministry to hold a memorial ser- 
vice in Tehran’s Mosalla mosque 
Thursday to commemorate the 
end of the 40-day mourning cycle

Police Chief Arrested in DUI Case 


Alexandria official 
involved in collision 
in Arlington County 

Alexandria Police Chief David R 
Baker has been placed on admin- 
istrative leave after he was arrest- 
ed Saturday night on suspicion 
of drunken driving after he was 
involved in a collision in Arlington 
County while driving an unmarked 
city vehicle, authorities said. 

Baker allegedly had a blood 
alcohol level of .19, authorities said. 
City Manager James K. Hartmann 
named Deputy Police Chief Earl 
Cook as acting chief 

“It is very disappointing when 


any of our colleagues makes a bad 
decision,” Hartmann said dur- 
ing a news conference Sunday 
morning. 

An internal investigation 
is under way, 
and Hartmann 
said he would 
wait until that 
review is com- 
plete next week 
before deter- 
mining whether 
to fire Baker for 
the alleged offense. The review 
will be conducted by Alexandria’s 
human resources department and 
city attorney’s office. 

The accident occurred at about 


11 p.m. in Arlington near the inter- 
section of Interstate 66 and North 
Fairfax Drive. Arlington Detective 
Crystal Nosal, a spokeswoman for 
the department, said it happened as 
Baker, driving his city-issued green 
Ford Explorer, reportedly tried to 
merge onto Route 66. Nosal said 
Baker is listed as the at-fault driver 
on the accident report. 

Nosal would not identify the 
other driver other than to say she 
is a woman whose injuries included 
“whiplash, neck or back pain.” 

Cook, who has temporarily 
replaced Baker, is an Alexandria 
native who has worked for the 
department for 30 years. He and 
Baker both vied for the chief posi-

Turn Down the Goodies 

Some charities offer thank-you 
gifts or incentives for giving cer- 
tain amounts — everything from 
key rings to calendars, tickets and 
more. Tell them, “Thanks, but no, 
thanks.” That means all your money 
goes to the organization and not 
for swag.

Organic LEDs could 
transform the home 
illumination industry 

GLOW I Someday, our ceilings and 
walls might radiate light, illuminat- 
ing indoor spaces as brightly and 
evenly as natural daylight. 

Though that possibility remains 
years away, the Dutch electronics 
company Philips is letting people 
tinker with the technology that 
would enable it. 

The world’s biggest lighting 
maker has begun selling do-it- 
yourself kits with little glowing 
wafers called “Lumiblades.” They 
come in red, white, blue or green 
for anyone who wants to pay nearly 
$100 per square inch. 

It’s one of the first chances peo- 
ple outside research labs have had 


to get their hands on lights made 
from organic light emitting diodes, 
or OLEDs. 


The company’s aim is to get 
designers, architects and other 
creative types thinking about how 


flat lights can be used, and to start 
collaborating on early products. 

General Electric Co., Siemens 
AG and Royal Philips Electronics 
NV, which are developing OLEDs, 
think the technology will eventu- 
ally be more efficient than tradi- 
tional incandescent bulbs, energy- 
saving compact fluorescent lights 
and even the LED lights just now 
reaching the market. 

OLEDs have a key advantage: 
They emit light evenly from a 
whole surface, rather than a single 
point. That eliminates the need for 
lampshades and other coverings 
that scatter light and protect eyes 
from glare. 

Creating light and then imme- 
diately shading it is an ineffi- 
cient way of doing things, from 
an engineering standpoint.

Toshiba Mulls

TOKYO I After losing its battle to 
make the HD-DVD the successor 
to the DVD, Toshiba Corp. is con- 
sidering making products in the 
winning format, Blu-ray.
